New Housing Plan for |-Hotel Site

SAN FRANCISCO - At a special press conference Tuesday Mayor Dianne Feinstein 
unveiled plans for new low-income elderly housing for 161 people on the old Inter- 
national Hotel site on Kearny and Jackson streets， 


According to the Memorandum of Under- 
standing (MOU) signed by the mayor the 
Four Seas Investment Corp. and the Citi- 
zens Advisory Committee on the Inter- 
national Hotel, Four Seas will construct an 
eight-story residential tower that will even- 
tually come under the management of a 
community nonproft corporation . 


“We hope this is a ftnal chapter of a long 
saga”stated the mayor who believes the 
agreement will permanently resolve the 17- 
year coOntroversy Over use of the Site and 
eliminate the vacant eyesore. She will push 
for construction on the site to begin within 
Six months. 


Mayor Feinstein said the owner of the prop- 
erty，Four Seas Development Corp.，was 
hnally moved by the citys threat to rezone 
the site entirely for residential purposes or 
to seize it through eminent domain . 


“Tthink the developer realized the city was 
very serious，Feinstein said. [It also helped 
that the plan was made conditional on 
Four Seas winning approval from the City 
Planning Commission for a nine-story office 
building on nearby property at Columbus 
Avenue and Washington Street. 


The proposed housing tower designed by 
Lun Chan Associates, will include one floor 
of community space provided free for non- 
Proft agencies. A rooftop garden for ten-

ants，use will cover 3 stories of retail 
space with an additional three levels of 
underground parking. 


The MOU stipulates that monthly rent for 
the 91 single units，some of which are re- 
served for the original International Hotel 
tenants，cannot exceed $225 per unit. The 
housing tower also will contain 35 double 
units at not more than $1 per square foot. 
These rental prices will remain in effect for 
40 years with slight increases for inflation. 


The Citizens Advisory Committee, a mmayoOrT- 
appointed committee composed of commu- 
nity agency representatives, City department 
offcials and former tenants，voted to ap- 
prove the MOU and proceed with the de- 
velopment of the site. 


“The new proposal has several innovative 
ideas”said Oordon Chin, committee mem- 
ber and executive director of the China- 
town Resource Center. In _ particular，the 
committee expressed favorable comments 
about the new atrium format for the retail 
space and the floor designated for commu- 
mity use.

The original 1984 MOU contained propo- 
sals for a controversial 190-foot ofhce tower 
and did not designate_ community space， 
Provisions in the 1986 Tax Reform Act 
provided impetus for Four Seas to Structure

The new fnancing plan inolved the crea- 
tion of a nonproft corporation consisting 
of representatives from Chinatown, the city 
and other interested parties. Four Seas will 
construct the tower and rooftop garden and 
then transer it to the nonproft at cost. 


With housing construction costs estimated 
at $7.8 million，the city will allocate $3 
million,，$1.5 million more than the 1984 
MOU.

OAKLAND - Newly arrived 
immigrants，faced with 1lan- 
guage problems and _ cultural 
differences that make assimila- 
tion difficult，are _ turning to 
gangs and committing serious 
crimes， Oakland  _ police and 
School officials Said at a 
community forum Jan. 27. 

The toughest gangs_ include 
ethnlic Chinese from Vietnam， 
according to Oakland Police 
Sgt.， Ignatius Chinn. The gangs 
are "deeply into auto burglary， 
auto theft and extortion; 
they're graduating into 
reSslidential robberies" in which 
they take over a house for one 
OF _ two hours and scour the 
place for valuables，he Said. 

They are "better armed than 
most of our top-notch drug 
dealers,” Chinn added， using 
Submachine guns and Sawed-off 
Shotguns. 

Unlike gangs of the 
which shunned drugs， 
the _ Vietnamese 
involved with "crack,"”a highly 
addictive form of purified 
cocaine，Chinn Said.

Etiquette of the 60s Has Broken Down 


lt is a mistake to view the assault and killing of young blacks by young whites at 
Howard Beach as an isolated instance of random，racist violence. There are literally 
hundreds of similar attacks against blacks throughout the country each year，many 


of which are never reported by the media. 


In TIoledo, Ohio, for instance, during 


the past six months a series of unpubli- 
6Gized racial incidents have occurred . 


Several black families living in white 
neighborhoods have had their homes 
vandalized and car windows smashed. On 


Sept. 3, a 26-year-old black man，Robert 


Wright was brutally beaten by whites in . 
acity park. Wright was sodomized with a 


Ulead pipe and his attackers even attempted 
to castrate him. 


However Wrights assault was not 
Tieported in Ioledos only daily paper for 
Over two weeks. Inaction in this case by 
city authorities and police sparked an 
Oct. 1 demonstration of 800 citizens， 

Many recent racial incidents have 


occurred on college campuses. Last 


October at the Citadel in Charleston， 


S.C., fhve white students dressed in Ku 
Klux Klan robes attacked a black student， 
shouting racist epithets and burning a 
cross. The whites were disciplined but not 
expelled. The black victim felt compelled 
to resign from the school. 

Atthe University of Texas at 
Austin, a white group called the “Aryan 
Collegiates”advocates the expulsion from 
the campus of all“outspoken minorities” 
Other recent racial conflicts have occurred 
at 由 e University of Alabama,， Smith 
College, the University of Chicago and 
the University of Massachusetts. 

Surveys by Walter Allen, a Univer- 
Sity of Michigan sociologist, show that 
four out of hve black students at Pre- 
dominantly white campuses have person- 
ally experienced racism. In almost every 


case, as at Howard Beach, the white 
attackers of blacks have been under 25 
years of age. 


CIVIL RIGHTS ACT 

Historical memory is both selective 
and short-lived. We sometimes forget that 
the historic Civil Rights Act that ended 
legal segregation，or “Jim Crow,”was 
passed by Congress almost one quarter of 
a century ago. Martin Luther King Jr. has 
been dead for nearly 19 years. A_ new 
generation of white Americans who have 
no personal connection with that national 
ordeal to end racial prejudice has not 
come of age. Many young whties have no 
understanding or sympathy with the idea 
of social justice for blacks， 

The racial etiquette of the 1960s has 
broken down，beneath the destruction of 
the U.S. Civil Rights Commissin ,the 
demise of affhrmative action enforcement 
by the federal government and the retreat 
to political conservatism by the federal 


COurts， 

Politicians like Ronald Reagan 一 and 
NewyYork mayor Ed Koch 一 have pro- 
voked racial tensions by appealing almost 
exclusively to white constituencies. Both 
Republican and Democratic parties have 
repudiated any real connection with 
traditional civil rights organizations and 
their agendas. The black voter is increas- 
ingly treated as a political pariah. This 
reinforces the notion that“too much”has 
already been given to blacks. 


RACIAL RETRENCHMENT 
In this political environment of 

racial retrenchment，white youths receive 
the unambiguous message that “its all 
right to exhibit racist behavior”Many 
white college students now accept the 
racist Stereotype of all blacks as intellec- 
tually inferior Such an idea is only a 
short step from placing“whites only”

But the dispatcher who took 
the call about Gregory Lee 
had been on the job one week 
after his _ training and was 
"obviously confused"” when Gre- 
gory'S grandmother called for 
an ambulance，Calvin Lee said . 

Normally，when a dispatcher 


anSswers a 911 call，the caller's 
phone number and address 
automatically flash on a com- 
puter Screen. Occasionally the 
address doesn't appear immedi- 
ately，So _ the dispatcher can hit 
a "repeat” button to locate the 
address. In the Lee case，the 
dispatcher apparently looked at 
a backup computer which dis- 
blayed the address of a previ- 
ous caller，and accidentally Sent 
a police car to the previous 
caller's home. 

Last month， Police Chief 
Frank Jordan and Mayor 
Dianne Feinstein Said a com- 
puter error prevented the 
grandmother's address _ from 
appearing _ automatically on the 
dispatcher's comptuter Screen. 

In aletter to the mayor last 
month，Der Salid his investiga- 
tion Shows that among other 
errOorSs，the police officer failed 
to _ hit the "repeat" button that 
would have called the correct 
address to his computer Screen， 

ITIhough Mulkeen said he 
can't discuss the particular 
incident _ until the Police 
Department's investigation is 
completed，he did say dispatch- 
erS can type address informa- 
tion manually into the com- 
puter when callers provide it 
Over the phone. However，he 
also_ believes the problem was a 
computer srror，he Said in a 
recent lnterview. 

Some participants at the 
hearing Said one 911 error is 
too many，while police Spokes- 
perSonSs Said a few calls are 
inevitably lost out of millions 
the _ department receives every 


year. 
"Both of those are true," 
Maher Said，adding that the 


question ls how to minimize the 
number of 1lost calls. 


The Supervisors Said the 
Police Department Should find 
ways to improve dispatcher 


training and Supervision， to 
hire more bilingual dispatchers， 
and to lower the job's stress 
level. 

Mulkeen salid promoting 10 
clvilian dispatchers to supervi- 
SOTY positions would reduce the 
dispatcher buxnout rate by 
offering career mobility. Dis- 
patchers make the best Supervi- 
SOITS because they understand 
the job best，he added. 

Mulkeen also Suggested edu- 
cating the non-English-speaking 
5ublic about how to use the 


911 System. The translation 
Service，for example， is not 
even mentioned in the phone 
book. 


Public education "Should not 
be a Substitute for bringing in 
more bilingual (dispatchers)," 
Supervisor Gonzales Said. 了 Police 
cannot "blame it on the commu- 
nity out there that they don't 
know enough,”he added. 

Though _ less than 1 percent 
of all 911 calls require bilin- 
gual Skills，it'S "just as _ critical 
that that 1 percent_ getm an 
adequate response,"” Jordan 
Sald. The department has had 
difficulty recruiting and retain- 
ing bilingual applicants，how- 
everT. 

The Police Department may 
Subscribe to a service that 
offers emergency translators in 
113 languages and upgrade its 
equlipment to reach translators 
Imore qulickly，Jordan said.

Stanford Urges MoreVigor in Recruiting Women and Minorities 


SITIANEORD - Stanford's Act- 
ing President James Rosse 
issued a report to the FEaculty 
Senate last week urging the 
campus to recruit women and 
minorities with "increased 
Vigor." 

Thlis year"s freshman class 
includes approximately 40 per- 
cent women，16 percent ASsians， 
7 percent blacks，8 percent 
Hispanlics and less than 1 per- 
cent Native Americans. Two 
decades ago，the number of 


blacks，Hispanics and Native 
Americans combined was 1less 
than 4 percent of the total 
Student body. 


The report noted that Asian 
Students tend to graduate at a 
higher-than-average rate; the 


rate for .other minorities is 
slightly below average. 
Stanford Suffers from  a 


Shortage of women and minor- 
ity_ graduate students，according 
TO Rosse's report. A _ third of its 


doctoral candidates are women 
but only about 10 percent of 
all Ph.D students are minorities. 
The figures are Similar bnut 
Slightly lower for master'”S 
degree candidates. 


.The dearth of women and 
minority graduate students leads 
to a lack of women and minor- 
ity faculty.， Only about 10 
percent of Stanfore@ professors 
are Women; Toughly 7 percent 
are Iminorities，the rebort Said. 
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
